SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled The Craft is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD mainly contains the feature of the same title, which is a horror-thriller about 
four 16-year-old American girls who form a witch coven and invoke Occult forces. Two 
of the girls, one representing the dark side and the other the light side, are eventually 
involved in a violent struggle that results in one becoming deranged as the other 
restores order. Despite the different recorded running times, the feature is identical to 
that originally examined as a 35mm film and classified by the Classification Office 
(OFLC Ref. 9600732). The classification, objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years, was 
registered on 25 June 1996. The descriptive note 'Contains horror scenes' was 
attached to the film. 
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There are a number of additional components on the DVD, mainly contained in the 
'Special Features' sub-menu. These components include afeaturette that discusses 
and depicts aspects of making the feature, a trailer for the feature, three deleted 
scenes, a director's commentary and film credits for the main actors and the director. 
The additional components do not affect the classification given to the feature. While 
some of these components are informative about the cast or the making of the feature 
and include repeated horror images from the feature, the extra components overall 
neither mitigate nor increase the feature's impact.
